A Fatal Revolver Accident Near Fort 
Saskatchewan, 


Epwoston, June 7.—(Special)— A 
very sad accident has taken place near 
Edmenton, which has unhappily re- 
sulted in fetai consequences. On 
Thursday tast two boys, Oscar Consin- 
eau and Adeda Lamereux, each abous 
seven years old, were at play together 
at the bouse of Amable Lamereux, the 
tather of one of one of them, which is 
situated about seven miles from Fort 
Saskatchewan in the Creuzot settle- 
ment, Young Cousineau spied a re- 
volver hanging on the wail of the 
house and took it down, and pointing 
it at his companion ia fun, pulled the 
trigger twice. ‘Ihe revolver being a 
double action one, the cylinder re- 
volved twice, but it happened that the 
hammer fell on empty chambers. The 
weapon Was then handed to Lamereux 
for him to bavea@ turn at the mimic 
shooting, and. he in turn pointed it at 
his companion, but now the pistol in 
its revolution had reached a loaded 
chamber, and the hammer fell dis- 
charging a bullet, which struck young 
Cousineau in the temple and passing 
through his head came out at the 
other side. He lived for four hours, 
dying at night and was buried on 
Sunday. At the inquest on Saturday, 
held by Drs, Braithwaite and Aylen, a 
verdict of accidental death was re- 
turned, The revolver was a large 44 
calibre one.

None of the manceuvring 
vessels remained on their original 
stations, but the firing was steadily 
continued, and at times the squadroa 
was so close in shore that it was diffi- 
cult for the United States gunners to 
reach the batteries on the hill. 
Throughout the firing was most ex- 
cellent. Previous to the commence- 
ment of the bombardment orders had 
| heen issued to prevent firing on Morro 
Castle, as it was known that Lieut, 
Thompson and other American prison- 
ers from the Merrimac were confined 
ithere, The fire of the fleet proved 
most disastrous, many of the earth- 
works being curnpletely knocked to 
vieces.

An Editor Relates the Story of Her

THAT QUASHED INQUEST 


The question of the interrupted 
inquest at Pincher Creek on the 
bodies of two of Mr, Haney’s 
workmen who died of diptheria 
undersomewhat extraordinary cir- 
cumstances last winter, and the 
details of which will be fresh in 
the minds of our readers, has at 
jast been ventilated in Parliament, 
Below is reproduced the yersion of 
the affair telegraphed to the 
Winnipeg Free Press and printed 
by thas paper nnder the head of: 
‘A Harrowing Tale.” 


“After there lad been consider- 
able discussion over the death of 
two men from Pictou, N.8., on the 
Ovow’'s Nest Pass construction, Mr, 
Fitzpatrick made a statement of 
the facts of the case to the house, 
Ou February 8 last Coroner Meade 
whois a coroner under the North 
West Territories government 
held an inquest into the cause o 
the death, but steps were taken to 
restrain nim by injunction for con- 
ducting the inqniry, because he 
was & competent witness, having 
been the physician who attended 
the men. Immediately the de- 
partment of justice was notified 
steps were taken to see whether 
the coroger would of his own 
accord withdraw from the conduct 
of the investigation and give way 
to a substitute. Immediately on 
receipt of a statement by the 
coroner that he did not wish to 
withdraw, the department com- 
municated with their agent, Mr. 
Conybeare, who reported on the 
2ith of Pebruary that he could not 
recommend the institution of 


criminal proceedings until the 
responsibility was definitely 
located. The department made 
inquiries for that purpose, Mr. 


Fitzpatrick explained that these 
men, Fraser and McDonald, were 
in the employ of Mr. Haney, the 
manager of construction for the 
C.P. R., and while in the moun- 
tains contracted diptheria, They | 
were immediately put ina van eo 
that they might reach Lethbridge 
hospital, They passed through 
two or three gangs of men em 
ployedon the road and they were | 
not allowed to stop, the workmen 
evidently fearing the propagation | 
of the disease. After they left the 
van they were placed iu an upen 
wagon and carried to Pincher | 
Creek, where they were placed in| 
a box car, aud three hours after!

FIGHT GOING ON, 

New York, June 3.-A two-word 
despatch from Port au Prince reports 
that the United States fleet are renew- 
ing the attack on Santiago and that 
the rebels from Sanguane Camp also 
made an attack in three columns, It 
is also added that a most bloody fight 
is now raging, 

Port av Prince, June 3.—No fresh 
news from Santiago has up to the pre- 
sent been received and report of the 
attack is not confirmed, 

SUNDAY NIGHT'S FIGHT. 

New York, June 3. The first en- 
gagerrent between Commodore Schley 
and the Spanish fleet, commanded by 
Admiral Cervera took place on Sunday 
night. Two torpedo boat destroyers 
about midnight slipped qmetly out of 
the harbor bent on mischief. They 
crept along in the shadow of old Castle 
Morro and the mountain for two miles 
to the westward before they were dis- 
covered by the lookout on the Texas, 
where the men were sleeping by the 
guns, so that the battleship could be 
quickly manned, An instant after 
the lookout gave the alarm, while a 
streamof the Texas’ searchlight flashed 
along the shadow under the mountain, 
revealing the desperate game of the 
imprisoned Spaniards. When the tor- 

sedo boat destroyers saw they bad 
Eaees discovered they dashed towards 
the Texas which, with the cruiser 
Brooklyn close beside it, was lying in 
sbore. The Texas promptly opened 
fire with her {port forward batteries 
and her crack 6-pounders, and the hiss 
of armor-piercing shells thrown in the 
direction of the advancing torpedo 
hoat destroyers startled the whole 
fleet. The Brooklyn also came into 
action, firing .several rounds at the 
Spanish craft, but the bulk of the 
shooting was done by the Texas, The 
entire fieet went to general quarters 
and soon their searchlights were play- 
ing around the narrow entrance of the 
harbor in the expectation that Ad- 
miral Cervera’s whole fleet would 
emerge and fight it out. The torpedo 
boat destroyers made a plucky dash 
through the rain of skelis from the 
battleships and cruiser, but failed in 
their attempt to surprise the watchful 
Schley. They turned and ran back into 
the harbor and no attempt was made 
to pursue them, It is thought that 
they were not struck as they retired 
quickly and made smal! targets in the 
uncertain moonlight. The Spaniards 
did not discharge any torpedos, al- 
though within 500 yards of the Texas. 

When scentoday Commodore Schley 
declined to announce either his op- 
inions or plans for his ships. He has 
made an examination of the batter; 
and channel, which has revealed much 
stronger guns and minesthansupposed§ 
He discovered four rows of mines laid 
across the narrow entrance, 

Lonpon, June %—The result of 
Spanish utterances have caused much 
speculation here as to whether Cer-

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ON PEACE RIVER 


—A Quick Trip. 


Tho late W. H. Kinnisten and W. 
. Lee during the winter outfitted 
two men from Calgary, for the gold 
fields, sending them by the overiand 
route. Mr. Lee has received three 
letters from the men, E, Kenny and

Lesser Slave Lake, March 11, 1808, 
To Messrs. Kinnisten and Lee: 

GENTLRMEN,—Just a line to inform 
you thav we have arrived safe here 
and that our horses are in good shape, 
thanks to the feed we had with us, 
It is impossible for horses to be got 
through without feed as the snow is 
too deep. Sloan and ourselves are 
the first arrivals here since January. 
We passed all the outfits on the road, 
the majority of them being blockaded 
nine miles from Swan River, where 
they are cutting ten miles of road 
through heavy timber. We got over 
the Swan mountains by the old pack 
trail, Our intention is to leave here in 
a few days for the Peace River, it will 
teke us six days to make Dunvegan. 
We find there are two outfits ahead of 
us, one 1s Dr, Brown's outfit. They 
have lost all their horses but one and 
they started with 40; they are making 
for Peace River to build boats. The 
other outfit is from Springfield, and 
they have also lost a loi of horses. 

Our horses are a goed shape and we 
average 15 milesa day. We left St. 
Albert on Feb, 21st, and found we 
were quite early enough. The weath- 
er is tine here. The following is a list 
of the outfits we have passed on the 
road: 

Feb, 21.—Passed a Montana outfit 
also one from Cincinnati, and made 16 
miles, 

Feb, 23.—Passed Captain Willis, of 
Chicago, and two other outfits and 
camped at Lake Lennon, 

Feb. 24.—Crossed Pembina 
and made the top of the big hill. 

Feb, 27,.—Crossed Athabaska river 
and passed today two outfits from 
Detroit, Michigan, 

Feb, 28,—Passed O'Brien's outfit 
which left in January. 

March 4,—Crossed the Swan Moun- 
tain and camped on Swan River. 

March 8,--Reached Slave Lake and 
camped 10 miles furtheron, The next 
day we reached the end of the lake 
which is 40 miles across and camped 
near Hudson Bay Post,

SUICIDE OF MRS, BEAUFORT 


A Deserted Wife’s Sad End--The Hus- 
band Once a Calgary Journalist 


A coroncr’s inquest was held in Lon- 
don, Eng., last month on the body of 
Mrs. Edith Jermyn Beaufort, aged 36, 
who was described as_a lady novelist 
Her husband, Ernest Beaufort, will be 
remembered as editor of the Calgary 
Tribune some years ago. 

The English papers give full reports 
of the inquest, from which it appears 
that Beaufort is connected with a Lon- 
don journal the name of which the 
corener would not specify, Beaufort 
had left his wifeand was living with 
ancther young woman and that prey- 
ed on her mind, He had farther in- 
adequately provided her with means, 
and being of great literary ability she 
had struggled to get a living by writ- 
ing novels and other literary work, 
She lived in a flat and not having been 
seen since the 9th inst,, the suspicions 
of a sergeant in the Guards, who lived 
beneath, were aroused, and he went 
to her room, On the stairs he found a 
note written by Mrs, Beaufort, which 
read: “Ifthereis a smell of gas be 
careful about striking a light or taking 
acandle upstairs, I believe there is 
an escape, 80 open the doors and win- 
dows.—f. J, Beaufort.” The sergeant 
found all the gas jets in a gas stove 
turned on, ‘Lhe fireplace was stuffed 
with paves and the bottom of the 
door blocked with a sheet. Among 
other papers§was a letter froma school 
mistress at Eating, saying that she 
could not continue to educate Mrs, 
Beaufort’s children at a reduced fee, 
and asking when she would fetch the 
children away, There was a subse- 
quent letter from the same_ school- 
mistress saying Mr, Beaufort had sent 
a chequo for £10, Mrs, Beaufort had 
three children, 

Mrs. Florence Emery, of Dalling 
Road, Hammersmith, said she was an 
intimate friend of the deceased woman, 
They were writing a story together, 
Her husband was in a position to send 
her money but he had only sent her 
£5 during the two or three years he 
had been away from her, fhe hus- 
band was aware that his wile was in 
need ind had nobody to depend on 
except herself. The deceased weman 
had spoken ot ways of smcide, but 
never mentioned gas, 

Police-sergt. Johns said that he 
found the deceased woman seated in a 
chair. She had been reading a maga- 
zine, Which had dropped out of her 
hand on tothe floor, He found the 
gus jets on, and there was a slight 
sinell of gas in the room. 

An inspector said the deceased 
woman had a “shilling in the slot” 
machine, by which she could get hia | 
cubic feet of gas. She could however, 
putin six shillings at onceto geta 
supply of 1,500 feet, 

Phe coroner said that the letter 
found on the steps was evidence of a

deliberate act by Mrs, Beaufort to take 
her own life, but the Court had the 
evidence of friends that the deceased 
woman's troubles were more than she
